Jiramy Hoffa's daughter has 
lost a key round at the 
Supreiae Court in her eSbrt to 
obtain FBI files about the 1975 
disappearance of the former 
Teamsters union president. 

The count, without comment, 
turned down Barbara Ann 
Crancer's appeal aimed at get- 
ting a docuraent-by-document 
explanation of why the FBI 
refuses to release nearly 14,000 
pages of Hoffa files. 

Previously, the justices 

refused to order the FBI to 
release its Hoffa files to the 
Detroit Free Press. 

Hofia disappeared July 30, 
1975, from a restaurant in 
Oakland County. His body was 
never found. 

The FBI conducted a nation- 
wide investigation into Hoffa's 
disappearance and accumulat- 
ed volumes of files in the case. 
"Although no suspects have 
been charged, the investiga- 
tion has never been closed and 
the FBI continues to pursue 
the invest^tion actively," gov- 
ernment lawyers told l^ie jus- 
tices. 

Craneer, a St Louis resident, 
filed a Freedom of Information 
Act request to obtain, some of 
those files in 1987. After 
exhausting administrative 
attempts, Craneer sued. ■ 



U.S. District Judge Stephen 
Limbaugh in SL Louis ordered . 
the Justice Department to pro- 
vide Craneer with an index of 
the withheld material so she 
could oppose their eonte^ntion 
that the information does not 
have to be released. 

Justice Department officials 
invoked Freedom of 
Information Act language that 
exempts data that, if released, 
might Interfere with law 
enforcement proceedings. 

Limbaugh ordered the gov- 
ernment to produce an "item- 
ized, indexed inventory of eveiy 
agency record or portion there- 
of responsive to [Crancer'sJ 
FOIA request," along with a 
"detailed justification state- 
ment covering each refiisal to 
release." 

A three-judge panel of the 
8th U.S. Circuit Court of . 
Appeals upheld that order, but 
the full appeals court reversed 
it by a 7-3 vote last August. 

The appeals court said 
Limbau§^i exceeded his author- 
ity by ordering more than a 
generic, category-by-category 
index. 

Crancer's lawyers argued

"I really think he ( Jacobs) .is an interesting man to listen to," said 
Chiczewski, who added that police are cooperating with- federal authorities abou 
the claims. "Basically, he was an admirer of Hof f a . " 

indeed, Jacobs -as if to vouch for his insider status, police said-pr oducec 
a bracelet for detectives bearing the inscription: "To Sob Jacobs Intl 
Organizer _ o f the Y ^ar 1963 (signed^ James R H of f 
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Jacobs' taped conve , nations with aetectives whu posed as crimLnais with 
stolen goods to sell reportedly detail his claims that Hoffa was kidnapped 
outside a suburban Detroit restaurant by members of organized crime in July 
1975. No trace of him has ever been found. 

At the time he vanished, Hoffa was a newly released federal parolee. 
Authorities have speculated he was killed to prevent him from mounting an 
attempt to regain power in the Teamsters. 

Chiczewski said that in view of federal interest in Jacobs'- alleged claims 
he wouldn't comment further. 

A source familiar with police recordings in the case said information 
mentioned by Jacobs "tends to coincide with some theories" behind a variety o 
-Ttctives for Hoffa 's disappearance. 

Jacobs' role as a Teamster is established. So was his involvement in a 
federal criminal case, dropped in 1978, because his health had deteriorated and 
because he was the sole provider for a son who had been shot in' a robbery and 
was paralyzed.

As if his claims about the death of former Teamsters President James R. 
Hoffa weren't enough to draw police attention, Chicago labor figure Robert 
Jacobs found himself under investigation Thursday for possible violations of 
fedsrsi firearm and tax laws. 

Disclosures that Jacobs may have funneled stolen handguns through his horse 
ranch near Seattle and iiT^properly used Illinois Gasoline Dealers Association

funds to pay for the weapons came as he appeared in Cook County Criminal Court, 
haggard and supported by his lawyer. 

"He is not a well guy," attorney John Armeiiino said of Jacobs, 67, who 
police say boasted to an undercover officer that he was in on Hof fa 's murder 
and burial under a Michigan highway in 1975. 

Jacobs, who suffers from heart disease, responded briefly to reporters' 
questions. Between gasps for breath, he denied any knowledge of Hoffa 's fate 
or the death of a man known as Popeye in 1977 in Chicago. 

According to undercover tapes, Jacobs told of shooting Popeye near North and 
l-Jestern Avenues to avenge a drug-related shooting that left his son in a 
>iheelchair . Popeye later died, but the cause of death is unknown. 

Jacobs, who maintains homes in Riverside and at his Shenandoah Ranch north of 
Seattle, is charged with theft. But more criminal charges appear likely. 
Investigators said, as a federal grand Jury prepares to subpoena financial 
-eccrds of Jacobs' 1 ,600-member gasoline dealers association. 

Jacobs was arrested Monday in a police sting, caught on tape, authorities 
:.aic. talking about Hoffa's demise on at least two occasions. His words were

recorded by detectives who said they posed as thieves to infiltrate a fencing 
racket, run by Jacobs, authorities claim, out of his variety store in 
unincorporated Stickney Township. 

The federal' inquiry shifted to the ranch after sheriff's deputies in 
Washington, acting on Chicago police information, executed a search warrant 
Tuesday and seized eight small-caliber handguns that authorities said were 
stolen. One of the revolver barrels was fitted for a silencer, deputies said. 
Such devices are illegal, as is the shipment of stolen guns across state lines, 
authorities said. 

Jacobs' suspected use of gasoline- dealers association funds in his variety 
■ store reportedly came under federal investigation after police said he gave them 
a S6,0C0 check drawn on the association's bank account to pay for stolen 
cisarettcs ha ordered from undercover ' detect ives . 

"accts is free on bond, pending an April 14 court hearing. In the interim, 
federal authorities say they. will review the claims about Hoffa while a county 
grand Jury examines evidence gathered in the undercover case.
